Claims 1-28 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Hooper et al. (US 5,671,225 A) in view of 
Kouoheris et al. (US 5,758,085 A). Hooper discloses multicast and broadcasts of content to end-users. Hooper also 
discloses, "In a distributed interactive multimedia service system, a client application of a set-top box connected to a 
television located at a customer premises generates an attach request. See at least column 2, lines 10-15. Kouoheris 
discloses broadcasting content, user authentication, and various server configurations, as well as, "The systems for 
delivering Information and entertainment services to an end user's home have three distinct components: the server 
system, the end user system, and the network for simultaneously connecting a large number of end users (clients) to the 
server." 
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
